Flight Admitted 


But today, as the plane neared 
Newfoundland with prospects of 
being in New York this afternoon, 
its trail blazing flight was ad­ 
mitted first by the official Germ­ 
an News bureau, then by the air 
ministry. 
It was 7 ;05 a. rn. Eastern time 
when the German News agency 
announced that the plane had left 
Staaken airport at 1:35 p. rn. yes­ 
terday, 
In the first announcement, the 
agency said that the plane even 
then was over Newfoundland. The 
news was received after the plane 
had reported that at 5:19 a. rn. 
It was about 450 miles Northeast 
of Cape Race. Newfoundland. 
Alfred Henke and Cape Rudolph 
Von Moreau, co-pilots of the plane, 
reported that flying weather was 
excellent and that they were fly­ 
ing at 6,560 feet.

He said th a t Sweden is enjoy 
ing prosperity 
at 
present, 
Saf­ 
strom described, 
in 
his 
native 
tongue, 
a 
program 
drafted in 
Sweden's house of representatives 
last session. 
It will go into effect 
“if 
another 
employment 
crisis 
visits the nation,” he said. 
Immediate Jobs for 100,OOO 
The plan provides for immediate 
employment of 160,000 
men on 
state projects. 
Safstrom said that the cost of 
putting to work 
180,000 people 
(about I 35 of Sweden’s total pop­ 
ulation) after the last depression 
has been paid. 
Today, there are no unemployed 
workers in Sweden, he said. 
“Your problems in America are 
essentially the same ones we have 
fought and solved in Sweden. But 
here you do not have the common 
understanding; the many different 
races have not been sufficiently 
melded,” 
the Swedish statesm an 
said. 
Safstrom said Sweden is steer- 
in a course between collectivism 
and individualism and th a t gov­ 
ernm ent 
and 
private 
capital, 
working together in all fields of 
industry, have raised the stand­ 
ard of living to a new high. 
Slums have 
been 
wiped out. 
There is no industrial exploita­ 
tion. 
No Closed Shops 
“Nearly all workers and employ­ 
ers in Sweden belong to industry 
unions,” Safstrom said. 
He added 
th a t at annual union conferences 
wage scales are set and agree­ 
ments are made. 
But there are 
no closed shops. 
If a workman 
is not a union member he is paid 
the same as if he were a mem­ 
ber. 
He also spoke about the Swed­ 
ish co-operative movement. 
The 
movement, begun in 1899, is pre­ 
valent 
in 
nearly 
all 
consumer 
goods lines. Co-operative societies 
have about 4,200 stores. 
Anyone can trade at such stores. 
Only members share in the profits, 
however. 
Safstrom 
said th a t 
Sweden's 
lower house is composed of four 
large parties. The W orkers’ party 
the Social Democrats, are in the 
majority. 
He aptly expressed his opinion 
of the United States in one word — 
“sto ra rta t!” Translated, it means 
“magnificently beautiful ”

Please tell me how you recom­ 
mend to hard-cook en egg. 
I have 
been having trouble with them as 
they are somewhat tough when 
cooked. 


The secret of firm, tender, hard- 
cooked eggs s to keep the water at 
a simmering point through the en­ 
tire cooking period, Drop tile eggs 
into boiling water, reduce the heat 
at once, and allow them to simmer 
for 30 minutes. Then plunge in cold 
water. 
This tends to prevent the 
formation of the dark ring around 
the yolk of hard-cooked eggs.

ring is not harmful but it is unat­ 
tractive.

IN THE home garden early cab­ 
bages should be cut as they are 
used for they do not keep after 
being cut as do the tate varieties. 
And if early cabbages are cut so 
as to leave a good piece of the 
stalk extending above ground, the 
stalks will repay this consideration 
by producing new grow th which 
can be used for appetizing salad 
greens. 
When gathering early cabbage, 
therefore, do not pull them up by 
the roots. Cut the head o ff the 
stem and small loose heads w ill! 
grow out again near the top of the 
stalk as shown in the Garden- 
Graph. These tiny 
heads will 
be 
found very tender and tasty when 
used as salad greens. 
Should the heads of early cab­ 
bage show signs of bursting before 
it is tim e to harvest them , 
bend 
the plants 
over. 
This will break 
some of their feeding roots 
and

These plans were revealed sim ultaneously with the revelation that 
arm y ordinance experts are developing an an ti-aircraft gun capable
